Northern Hallway rimes 
A Country 
Unsurpassed for It 
Healthy 
fJllm-iitenn- d 
Incxhnut.iblo 


Tho Gila Valley, Globo 
Ac North- 
ern Railway traverses tho counties 
of Gochise,Graham 
and 
Gila, 
in 
tho Territory ol Arizona, 
and 
en- 
ters tho famous Gili valley at the 
prosperous 
tow.i 
of 
Solo-monvill- 
whicb 
is 
tho 
county 
scat of Giaham rounty, 
tho third 
county in wealth and population 
in tho Territory, henco 
down the 
valley to tho flourishing towns 
of 
Safford, Thatcher, Pima, Ft. Thom- 
as and Gcronimo, which 
is 
situat- 
ed directly on tho cast lino 
of tho 
San Carlos, 
or 
White 
Mountain 
Apache Indian reservation, and at 
this time being the present 
termi-- 
nns of tho road. 
Tho Giia valley is unsurpassed 
for tho production 
of large 
and 
small grain, as well 
as vegetables 
and fruit; tho most 
of tho farms 
producing two crops a year. 
Frst 
a crop of small grain, and then 
a 
crop of either corn or beans, and 
four or five crops of alfalfa hay, 
is 
not at all unusual to 
ho cut 
from 
its meadows in each year. 
The 
beautiful mountain 
slopes 
on cither sido 
of 
tho 
valloy 
aro 
rich in 
perennial 
grasses, which 
giow in great varieties 
and 
abun- 
dance, within 
its 
vast 
plain 
of 
grazing lands. 
The Gila valley. Globo 
& North- 
ern Railway, follows 
the 
serpen-tino-lik- o 
cotirso of tho Gila river 
to tho San Carlos Indian 
Agcncj', 
situated at the junction of tho Gila 
and San Carlos 
rivers, 
and 
will 
within a short time he completed 
to tho city of Globo. 
From Geioniino to the junotion 
of the Gila and San 
Carlos rivers, 
tho line traverses ono of the 
most, 
fertile plateaus in the territory 
of 
Arizona. 
Hero 
tho "tall 
grama, 
spear 
grass, 
gntta 
grass, 
deer 
grass,1' and other succulent grasses 
grow in rich prolusion, 
furnishing 
excellent forngo for tho numerous 
herds 
of 
cattle 
which 
graze 
throtigout this region. 
At maturity 
these giusses cure 
upon the ground, and retain a large 
percentage of their nutritive value, 
thus affording excollent feed 
upon 
the open rango during the 
winter 
months, as well as the summer. 


THE SAN CARLOS 
INDIAN AOF.NCy. 
Situated about the conter of the 
reservation, 
is located 
on 
one 
of 
tho most 
picturcsfjuo 
mesas 
im- 
aginable. 
To tho 
south-wes- t 
and 
north- 
west rises tho ruggid "El Capitan" 
peaks of 
tho 
Mescal 
mountains, 
liko 
a 
huge 
palisade 
with 
its 
thousand 
ramparts 
towering 
to- 
wards tho heavens. 
Hero is located 
a 
command 
of 
United 
States 
cavalry, 
together 
with tho 
troops 
of Ft. Apache, 
who control with scarcely any 
ef- 
fort 
tho 
fivo 
or 
six 
thousand 
Apache Indians, 
that livo 
within 
tho reservation. 
The agency 
has 
the advantage of a very fine school, 
which is well attended 
by Indian 
pupils. 
Tho government 
has 
also 
provided it with commodious and 
costlj' 
buildings. 
In addition 
to 
its being under military discipline, 
thcro is maintained 
a 
largo 
foace 
of Indian police, whose duty it is 
to patrol tho reservation, 
and 
seo 
that tho rules of tho 
agency 
aro 
oboyed, as tvell as to report should 
any of tho Indians 
leave 
tho 
res 
crvaiion. 
Tho 
agency 
is at 
presont 
in 
charge of Capt. Albert A. 
Moj-cr-. 
a 
most courteous and efficient officer, 
and to whoso able efforts 
much 
is 
duo fur the tranquility that 
pre- 
vails among tho Indinas 
on tho 
reservation. 
Within a short 
agency thcro 
is still 
standing, and in 
a 
fair 
state 
of 
preservation, 
tho "Shack" or build- 
ing onco 
occupied 
by tho 
blood- 
thirsty Apache Chief, 
Goronimo 
whoso very namo lent terror, 
and 
chilled tho hearts of tho hardy 
Aet-tlei- s 
of tho Gila valley. 
Sinco the 
capture and removal 
of this wily 
chief, and his vicious followers, to 
Florida, 
by 
General Nelson 
A. 
Miles, several years 
ago, 'the war 
spirit of the Indans has boon crush- - 
,ed and his savage nature 
subdued. 
Following tho lino 
of tho pro- 
posed 
road, 
wo 
reach 
what 
is 
known 
as "Bald 
Butte," 
rising 
nearly 
two thousand feet 
ahovo 
tho level of tho plain. 
Almost at 
tho summit, and within plain view, 
can be seen tho onteranco to tho 
cave, 
which 
for 
many 
months 
furnished shelter for tho notorious 
renegade 
Apache 
"Kid." 
This 
cavo is twelve by twenty-tw- o 
foot, 
tho ceiling being in jMaccs fourteen 
scot high. 
Within a mile of the San 
Carlos 
Indian 
agency, 
tho 
San 
Carlos 
rivor empties into tho Gila river, 
which latter takes 
a 
southwester- 
ly course, and cntors tho Colorado 
rivor. 
From tho San Carlos agoncy to 
Globe, the lands arc alluvial 
bot- 
toms, well watered, and particular- 
ly 
fertile 
and 
productive. 
The 
Indians raise largo crops of hay 


and barley, all of which 
finds 
a 
local and leady market. 
Globe, tho county seat 
of 
Gila 
county, is a town of 2,000 
inhabi- 
tants, 
and 
promises 
to 
bo 
the 
largest copper mining 
district 
in 
Arizona, if not in tho entire 
south- 
west. 
Hero aro vast copper mines 
which have produced 
steadily 
for 
years. 
Tho 
principal 
producers 
are, 
Tho 
Old 
Dominion 
copper 
mines, 
and 
Tho 
United 
Globo 
mitio. 
Tho owners of the 
mines 
aro at 
present 
making 
material 
eh: n res i i their 
1 tnts, aud increas 
ing thoir production. 
In addition to 
the 
above, 
Tho 
Black Warrior 
Mining company, 
was 
on 
of 
tho 
first 
of 
last 
month incorporated 
for 
$1,000,000 
and purposo the erection 
of 
then-work- s 
at once. 
This company has 
done a large amount 
of 
develop- 
ment work, within 
tho past 
two 
consequently 
aie 
ready 
to 
commence opciations 
immediately 
after their works aro completed. 
Within 
the 
past 
three 
years 
thero has been considerable 
activi- 
ty in golel and silver mining in the 
Pinal Mountains near 
Globe, 
and 
the bullion output 
has 
been 
very 
largely increased. 
The northern part of tho county, 
in tho vicinity of the great Tonto 
Basin is also a rich gold producing 
section. Already three stamp mills 
have been erected, and 
with 
tho 
complotion 
of tho 
Gila 
Valloy 
Globe 
& Northern Ry. into 
Globe, 
greater activity 
in 
this 
class 
of 
mining 
will 
naturally 
follow. 
This is also the center 
of a large 
cattle district, all of which will 
be 
tributary to tho now road. 
With the advent of tho Gila Val 
ley, Globo and Northern 
Ry. tho 
San Carlos coal 
fields 
have 
boon 
segregated by Congress, and 
the 
opening of the immense 
coal 
de- 
posits on tho San 
Carlos Indian 
reservation is a blessing 
dovouth 
to be desired by Arizona, Southern 
New Mexico 
and 
Southern 
Cali 
fornia. 


LUMBER INTERESTS. 


During the past few 
years, 
by 
reason of tho steady 
development 
in this portion of Arizona, 
a most 
pronounced impetus has been given 
to this 
important 
industry, 
and 
several mills 
havo 
been 
erected 
near tho timber in tho Pinal 
and 
Graham mountains. 


CLIMATE. 


With an 
aveiago 
elevation 
of 
over 3000 feet, tho climate of

particular 
region, 
is

With 
this 
health giving climate, 
fino 
moun- 
tain 
scenery, 
wonderful 
natural 
locations and objects of interest, 
remains and implements of 
piehis-tori- 
c 
man, 
cliff 
dwellings, 
hot 
springs, possessing great 
curative 
properties, this 
part 
of Arizona 
presents 
unrivaled 
attractions 
to 
the health seeker and tourist. 
Among all the wonders of nature, 
and ono of the least 
known, 
and 
within ono days drive of tho town 
of Globe, is the stupendous Natural 
Bridge, which spans tho canyon 
of 
Pino Creek, m 
tho 
edgo 
of tho 
Tonto 
Basiiij 
overgrowing 
with 
wild trees, and 
on 
all 
sides tho 
mountains seem to wall this 
bowl-lik- e 
oasis. 
It is a picture of beau- 
ty and peace, and not 
a 
hint 
as 
yet of tho savagery 
and wildness 
ol its hidden wonder. 
Tho canyon for half a milo 
hero 
is wonderfully interesting; 
walled 
with picturesque cliffs and choked 
with 'enormous 
boulders 
among 
which grows 
ono 
of tho 
largast 
sycamoics in tho 
United 
States. 
On tho west side of tho 
cliff 
is a 
precipice of splintered rod granite, 
1000 feet high, on tho cast, a 
limc-ston- o 
wall of 2000 feet high. 
This 
limestono 
wall 
is 
honoy-combe- d 
with caves, running 
back a great 
distance, and 
full 
of snowy 
ap- 
paritions. 
Theso caves havo never 
been 
explored. 
In 
prehistoric 
times tho bridge and tho cave were 
places of refugo of tho aborigines. 
Tho bridge is 290 feet high, over 
iiOO leet span, and more than 
GOO 
feet wide, 
up 
and 
down stream, 
and is as far as known the 
largest 
bridge in tho world. 
In short, this country 
offers 
tho 
greatest inducements to tho 
homc-scokc- 
r, 
miner, 
spcculatoi, 
and 
tourist.

A BEIEF. 


Submitted 
to the Court by District Attor- 
ney Jones In the Case of the Ter- 
ritory is Nnt Wnnslcc. 
Following is tho brief submitted 
by tho District Attorney on which 
the Safford saloon case was decided 
by Judge Rouse. 
'Paragraph 
2387 
Rev. 
Stat. 
United 
States 
provides 
for 
the 
alienation by tho Federal 
govern- 
ment of public land 
for townsito 
purposes and 
uses 
tho 
following 
language: 
"It 
is 
lawlul, 
in case 
such town be incorporated, 
for the 
corporate authorities 
thereof, and, 
if not incorporated, for tho Judge of 
the county court for tho county in 
which 
such 
town 
is 
situated." 
etc. 
The 
foregoing 
unmistakably 
recognizes tho existence of a "toicn" 
before 
nny alienation by 
tho gov- 
ernment. 
If not incorporated, 
tho 
town has 
no lega!' established or 
legally defined 
limits beyond the 
mere met that it embraces an aggre- 
gation of settlers. 
Tho settlers or 
people may 
apply for 
only 
a por- 
tion of land occupied by them under 
this paragraph, as another 
portion 
of land may 
have been 
alienated 
by tho government 
under 
home- 
stead, preemption 
or other 
laws; 
therefore that 
portion of tho land 
alienated under this paragraph has 
nothing to do with 
fixing tho lim- 
its of a town that 
7)iust 
have been 
i;i 
existence before 
such 
latter al- 
ienation. 
In the laws of 1889, page 25, we 
find tho 
following: 
"Each 
unco-rporate- 
d 
Town and 
Village of the 
several counties 
of tho Territory 
of Arizona," 
etc., 
and 
thcro aro 
many such 
in the Territory that 
have no corporate or platted 
bound-ar- j' 
lines. 
Laws of 1891, pago 
141 provide 
for platting additions to townsites 
at tho will of tho owner of land 
who desires to plat 
such 
addition 
or subdivision, 
as 
was 
dono 
in 
"Smith's addition to Safford." 
Laws of 1893, pago 
73 provides 
for tho "incorporation 
of any town 
or village in tho Territory 
of Ari 
zona, containing 
a population 
of 
fivo hundred or more inhabitants." 
Ono half of such 500 persons 
may 
rcsido on platted property and the 
other half of persons 
constituting 
such "town" may reside upon prop- 
erty that is not platted 
into lots 
and blocks with 
alleys, 
etc., yet 
tho entire number will constitute a 
"town" that has a right to incorpo- 
rate under 
tho 
law. 
It does 
not 
compel 
the 
250 persons residing 
upon their 
own property to vacate 
it and romove over onto the platted 
property, paying rcalcstato 'sharks' 
boom 
prices therefor 
beforo 
the 
"town" can 
bo incorporated. 
On 
the contrary the "town" 
is 
in ex- 
istence 
although 
unincorporated, 
250 living upon platted 
propcrtv 
and tho remainder 
upon 
unplatted 
property. 
The town of Clifton is not a min- 
ing camp, as the 
nearest 
mine 
is 
six 
miles 
distant. 
It 
has 
two 
saloons upon platted 
property 
re- 
cently filed that embraces less than 
200 persons presumably. 
There aro eight othor saloons on 
unplatted 
property. 
Tho 
cntiro 
ten saloons now pay 
$50.00 
each 
per 
quarter 
as 
licenso 
in towns 
having a population over 
800. 
If 
defendant's 
contention is proper, 
eight of these 
saloons 
aro 
in no 
taicn at all, and will pay but $12.00 
per quarter, and tho other 
two 
bo-in- 
g 
in 
a town of less 
than 
200 
persons will 
payj but 
$20.00 por 
quarter, making a 
loss 
of license 
taxes 
in Clifton 
alone 
of over 
$1400 
'per 
annum. 
The 
saloon 
keepers of Clifton havo 
regarded 
that place as 
a town taken as a 
whole, independent 
of the platted 
property or townsito which 
was 
acquired a few weeks ago from tho 
federal government, 
and 
which 
has but two saloons upon it. 
Safford and 
Clifton are 
exactly 
aliko so far as tho contention goes. 
There is absolutely no distinction.
